ocratic delegates, 64 Republicans, 33 Pro- 
greasives and 28 Socialists, making in 
all 21 delegates. 

The law provides that not more than 
one-half ‘of the judicial nomineés ‘shal) 
be selected from any one party, but 
that when an odd number is to be 
nominated, the odd candidate may he 
selected from' any party. The candi- 
dates of the convention are to go on 
the tickets of all participating parties 
at the general election. 

As thrée candidates are to be nomi- 
nated,this year, to fill the vacancies to 
be caused by the.expiration of the terms 
of Judges Hitchcock, Grimm and Mc- 
Quillin, the Republican organization, 
according to Garesche, feared that it 
would be unable, under the non-partisan 
law, to get more than one Judge.

LONG TELLS 
OF JOY IN GIVING 
MILLION TO CHURCH 


4 Lumberman Preside at Meeting 


Which Plans Raising of 
$5,000,000 More. 


nee 


R,. A. Long, the millionaire Kansas 
City lumberman and philanthropist, who 
has given $1,000,000 to start a $6,000,000 
fund for missionery, educational and 
charitable purposes of the disciples cf 
Christ (Christian Church), presided at a 
meeting of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred of the Men and Millions Movement 
at the Planters Hotel Tuesday, and told 
his audience he did not regret the sac- 
rifice which his gift would necessitate. 
He told of how he had been approache4 
en the subject of contributing a million 
and said: ‘I had nearly a million dollars 
financial obligations. I thought*over the 
matter and then I decided to give it. I 
never took greater pleasure in signing 
my name to any letter than I did to the 
one announcing my willingness to make 
the gift. 

‘(Must Conserve His Business.” 
“Contributing this million will méan 
that I will have to devote more energy 
and strength to conserving my business. 
It may mean that my Hfe will be 
brought to a close sooner. I am 68 years 
old, but if.making this gift means that 
I shall be taken away at 70 years, in- 
stead of 8, I will not regret it, for I 
will know that I have done some service 
to the world, and therefore to the Mas- 
ter.”’ 

Long told of his humble start in life, 
how he and his wife lived in three 
rooms, his wife doing the family wash- 
ing. 

“In thinking of making this gift ofa 
million dollars,”’ said Long, ‘‘I talked the 
matter over with my wife and two 
Gaughters. Our early privations and 
hardships, when my wife sometimes 
belped me in moving -planks and boards 
those days in the three-room cottage, 
had taught Mrs. Long caution. Some- 
times I think she believes I have more 
sentiment than judgment in regard to 
some things. But finaliy she consented. 

“One daughter immediately said: ‘You 
go ahead, father, and dc what you think 
is right.” The other, of a more analyti- 
cal mind, asked many questions: But 
finally it was settled. I have no re- 
grets.” 

One of Long’s daughters, Miss Loula 
Long, is a noted horsewoman and has 
exhibited her fine stable in all the big 
horse shows of the country, including 
those held in the Coliseum fn St. Louis. 

Referring to instances when he was 
forced to turn down requests for money 
for chureh and educational institutions. 
Long said: ‘“‘There have been times 
when I have seen the faces of men 
droop and grow sad when I was forced 
to refuse their requests. It made me 
sad, too. When you make a request for 
money, if refused, go away with al) the 
graciousness that you came. It may 
be that the person refusing cannot do 
otherwise.”’

Large muslin maps, 
giving figures which show the missior- 
ary needs of every nation in the world, 
decorate the walls of the meeting room.

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New let the anti-diverce advocates 
make the most of that! For the rest of 
us, I have to report that not more than 
one-tenth ef 1 per cent of the children 
appearing in New York's Children’s 
Court are the offspring of divorced par- 
ents. That estimate is furnished by 
Judge John B, Mayo, whose experience 
with juvenile delinquents covers several 
years. 


“From 10,000 te 12000 children are}! 


brought annually to the Childreh’s 
Court,” Judge Mayo says. “And in the 
last year I can’t remember more than 
two instances where the parents in the 
case were divorced. 

“In many cases of juvenile delin- 
quency the parents are the real offend- 
ers, however. If they took proper care 
of their children the latter would not be 
brought before me. I don’t mean that 
the parents deliberately teach the chil- 
dren to break the law, or, in most in- 
stances, connive at their doing so, but 
there is neglect. 

“Sometimes one or both of the par- 
ents are frequently overcome by intox- 
ication. Then the youngsters gre not 
cared for properly, and are allowed to 
pick up bad associates and get into bad 
ways. Other children are neglected by 
honest and conscientious parents who 
are away all day at work. The mother 
works as well as the father, and the 
children find their Home locked against 
them when they return from school. The 
street is left to them. At night their 
parents are often too tired to exact an 
account of the day’s doing, and so the 
boys and girls go blindly on and stumble 
into trouble. 

“Tt’s my opinion that the blame for 
this condition of affairs is pretty equal- 
ly divided between husband and wife. 
The father instinctively blames the 
mother, of course, The boy or girl goes 
wrong and the father scolds, “Why 
didn’t you look after the kid better? 
Don’t I work hard all day to keep the 
bread in.your mouths?’ 

“He forgets that the mother is prob- 
ably working equally hard, either in 
her home or out of it. No father 
should feel free of responsibility for 
the beliavior of his children any more 
than for their subsistence. They need 
his disciplinary attention now and then. 

“But it isn’t the children of divorced 
parents who get into court, according 
to my observation,’ concluded Judge 
Mayo. “I can’t understand that enor- 
mous percentage of them in Chicago, Of 
course there is only one reason for di- 
vorce in this State, and a number of 
causes in Illinois.” 

"You yourself. concede that many chil- 
Gren of drunkards are breught into 
court,” he was asked. ‘‘Wouldn’t their 
number diminish if gogd mothers were 
allowed to divorce drunken fathers? 
Doesn’t the fact that the children of di- 
vorced people are so rarely delinquent

EMPLOYE WAS BLAMED 


Tribunal Decides Proprietor Can- 
not Be Held for Employe’s 
Ignorance of Law. 


The St. Louis Gourt of Appeals Tues- 
day reversed the conviction of George] da 
Campbell, a St. Louis County saloon 
keeper, who was fined $50 for violating 
the Sunday dosing law, and remanded 
the case for a new trial Campbell was 
convicted in Judge McElhinney’s court 
by a jury which was instructed that it is 
the duty of ad p keeper when he 
absents himself from his place of busi- 
ness to warn his bartender or some oth- 
er employe to refrain from selling liquor 
on Bunday. 

At the trial two witnesses testified 
liquof had been sold to them in Camp- 
bell’'s place on a Sunday afternoon. 
Campbell said he was not present and 
that he was not aware of such sales. 
Error in Instructions. 

On aceount of error In Judge McEl- 
hinney’s instruction the Court of Ap- 
peals reverses the case. In an opinion 
written by Judge W. H. Allen. in which 
Judges Reynolds and Nortoni concur, 
‘the Appellate Court holds ‘it is not an 
absolute requirement of the Idw that a 
dramshop keeper actually notify his em- 
ploye not to violate the statute. The 
presumption is that the latter will not 
of his own accord do so. And if it ap- 
pear the dramshop keeper acted in good 
faith and in no way consented to or 
countenanced an illegal sale the law does 
not pronounce him gulity merely for a 
failure to notify his employe not to vio- 
late the law.” 

The Court rules that to sustain a con- 
viction it must appear the proprietor 
“consented to illegal sale. He can escape 
by showing such sale was without au- 
thority from him or contrary to his or- 
ders, Judge Allen says. 

Other Decisions Handed Down. 

The opinion also criticises the instruc- 
‘tion for stating that the proprietor /* 
would be Hable if someone not an em- 
ploye who had access to his place of 
business should sell iiquor there on 
Sunday. This is not the law, it is held.
